Tories tops 
in province, 
but Wildrose 
gaining: Poll 

O Poll asked which party respondents would vote 
for if provincial election were held today O All four 
main parties boast strong support in Edmonton 

A new poll suggests Alberta’s Progressive 
Conservatives are still the party of choice 
in the province, but their popularity con¬ 
tinues to slip at the expense of the Wil¬ 
drose Alliance. 

A recent phone survey by Lethbridge 
College found that 36.1 per cent of 804 
people surveyed by phone said they would 
pick Premier Ed Stelmach’s party in the 
next election. That is down slightly from 
38.4 per cent in a 2009 survey. 

Those who moved away from the Tories 
appear to have moved to the Wildrose Al¬ 
liance. The upstart party had 24 per cent of 
those surveyed, up 2.5 percentage points 
from the 2009 survey. 

Both the Alberta Liberals — at 20.7 per 
cent — and the NDP at 10.8 per cent re¬ 
mained virtually unchanged from 2009. 

Just over eight per cent said they would 
vote for other parties, a figure that is also 
almost unchanged from the year prior. 

The closest fight seems to be in Calgaiy. 

The Tories have 34.1 per cent of decided 
voters there compared with 29.4 per cent 
for the Wildrose.

The national chief of the As¬ 
sembly of First Nations says 
it's time Canada allowed 
aboriginals to have more 
say in their education.

Atleo, who has a mas¬ 
ter’s degree in adult learn¬ 
ing, said Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper took a ma¬ 
jor step forward recently 
when he indicated Canada 
would sign the United Na¬ 


tions Declaration on the 
Rights of Indigenous Peo¬ 
ples. 

“We are veiy excited that 
the prime minister would 
give such a signal that they 
would do so this year. There 
are specific examples in the 


declaration that speak to 
the right of indigenous peo¬ 
ple to help design an educa¬ 
tion that works for us,” 
Atleo said. “We intend to do 
that and we’ve been reach¬ 
ing out to Canadians.”

O Tearful Williams says he’s ‘indescribably ashamed’ 


The unprecedented, sadis¬ 
tic crimes of convicted sex 
killer Col. Russell Williams 
have earned him a place 
among the worst criminals 
Canada has ever seen, 
court heard Thursday as 
the final chapter in the 
shocking case drew to a 
close. 

“The depths of the de¬ 
pravity demonstrated by 
Russell Williams had no 
equal,” Ontario Superior 
Court Justice Robert Scott 
said as he sentenced the 
once-decorated officer to 
two concurrent life sen¬ 
tences with no possibility 
of parole for 25 years. 

Once destined for senior 
military command, the 47- 
year-old former airbase 
chief, who flew prime min¬ 
isters on VIP flights, is now 
in Kingston Penitentiaiy, 
home to some of the coun¬ 



try’s most notorious crimi¬ 
nals — including school¬ 
girl killer Paul Bernardo. 

Already branded “the 
devil” by the brother of 
one of his victims, 
Williams will go down as 


one of the worst killers in 
Canadian history, said 
Crown prosecutor Lee 
Burgess. 

“We can all think of a 
handful of names and 
everybody knows those 
names, and he’s now on 
that list,” he said outside 
court. 

The Crown didn’t seek 
dangerous offender status, 
however, saying it was “su¬ 
perfluous” given his life 
sentence and would only 
prolong the suffering of 
families. 

Williams’ dark descent 
began with a string of dis¬ 
turbing fetish break-ins in 
2007 that escalated to sex¬ 
ual assaults and culminat¬ 
ed in the brutal sex 
killings of Cpl. Marie- 
France Comeau, 37, and 
Jessica Lloyd, 27.

A California businessman 
who spent more than two 
years in an Iranian prison 
after being accused of pass¬ 
ing money to a rebel group 
returned home Thursday. 

Reza Taghavi, 71, ar¬ 
rived at Los Angeles Inter¬ 
national Airport with his 
attorney, former U.S. diplo¬ 
mat Pierre Prosper, who 
won Taghavi’s release after 
talks with Iranian envoys. 

After clearing customs 
and meeting separately 
with his immediate family,

cheering friends and rela¬ 
tives. He flashed a dimpled 
smile as he hugged and 
kissed supporters, many of 
whom burst into tears as 
they clapped and chanted 
“We love you!”

Yesterday, I paid $ 2.99 
US to download an 
episode of Entourage 
on iTunes.

The 
Canadian dollar was 
worth less then. Today, 
my bill will be around 
$ 2 . 99 . The loonie is al¬ 
most on par with the 
U.S. dollar. 



predates compared with 
other currencies, we 
become richer. It’s as if we 
all suddenly got raises. 

Politicians, though, be¬ 
lieve the opposite. Right 
now, the world’s 
governments are launching 
a “currency war.” They’re 
printing tons of money in 
the hope that it will lose 
value relative to their 
neighbours’ currencies. It’s 
the most ridiculous war, 
where winning means 
shooting oneself in the 
foot. 

Why? According to the 


media, governments want 
to help their exporters. 
When you sell in Canadian 
dollars and that dollar falls, 
your product becomes less

expensive — and more at¬ 
tractive — for foreign buy¬ 
ers. This might be a 
plausible explanation for 
certain countries like Chi¬ 
na, whose economies are 
heavily dependent on 
exports. (Although several 
other countries, like 
Germany and Switzerland 
have demonstrated that it’s 
possible to succeed on the 
international market even 
with a strong currency.) 

But for several western 
countries, the real explana¬ 
tion is to be found 
elsewhere. In the United 
States for example, exports 
make up only 12 per cent 
of GDP. Why impoverish 
the population for so little? 
Here’s a hint: If tomorrow 
morning the American gov¬ 
ernment confiscated eveiy 


dollar held by the entire 
population, it would still 
need $12 trillion more to 
repay all of its debts and 
honour its promises to fu¬ 
ture retirees, according to 
David Walker, the 
countiy’s former comptrol¬ 
ler general. 

The U.S. government is 
canying a gigantic debt 
that it will never 
reimburse. But why go un¬ 
der when it just needs to re¬ 
duce the value of the 
American dollar by 
printing a ton of money — 
what the media refer to as 
“quantitative easing” — 
and a portion of its debt 
will disappear as if by mag¬ 
ic! 

When you reduce the 
value of what you owe, you 
reduce your debt. 

This solution would also 
help Japan, the most 
indebted countiy on the 
planet. And Great Britain, 
which is getting bogged 
down in deficits. 

Listening to our leaders, 
you’d think we could 
become richer by being 
poorer, by underselling the 
fmits of our labours. 

And so we have a 
“currency war.” But under¬ 
neath this absurd rhetoric, 
another motive hides: Sev¬ 
eral governments will tiy, 
in the coming years, to go 
bankrupt on the sly.
